price of bitum inous coal. 
The president in his letter declared 
that on and after April I all govern­ 
ment fixed prices on coal will be sus­ 
pended and th a t no fu rth er efforts 
will be made to regulate prices, he 
gives w arning, however, to the opera­ 
tors against 
profiteering. 
Because 
the report of the commission

not unanim ous it had no 
power to 
fix prices, the president stated 
The m ajority report which Presi­ 
dent Wilson supports recommends an 
increase of 24c a ton to tonnage work­ 
ers. 
The 14 per cent increase g rant­ 
ed bv the fuel adm inistration to be 
elim inated on March 31 and the new 
Waite to be effective until March 31, 
1922. The m inority report concurs hi 
this provision. 
For day labor the m ajority report

An excerpt of a letter written the 
president by Herbert 
Hoover about 
the League of Nations Covenant dat­ 
ed April l l , 1919, and which recently 
appeared in print in the Philadelphia 
Ledger, was given editorially in The 
Gazette and Republican a few days 
ago. 
The balance of the latter which is a 
stirring protestation against getting 
mixed up in European affairs appears 
below: 
April ll, 1919. 
Dear Mr. 
President—Your 
eco* 
! nom ic group has had before it the 
question of whether the United States 
I jdiould continue membership in the 
various commissions set up under the 
peace treaty. I should like to lay be- 
; fore you my own views on this sub­ 
ject. 
• 
I feel .strongly that any continua­ 
tion of the United States in such an 
allied relationship can only lead 
to 
vast difficulty 
and 
would 
militate 
against the efficiency of the league of 
Nations My reasons are as follow's: 
First. These commissions are prim­ 
arily to secure the enforcement 
of 
reparation and other conditions im­ 
posed upon the Central Empires- 
As 
the United States is not calling for 
any form of reparation that requires 
j continued enforcement, our presence 
on these commissions would appear 
to be for one of the following pur- 
; poses: 
(a) 
To give moral and 
political 
support loathe Allied Governments in 
j measures generally for their benefit. 
It cannot be conceived that 
in 
the 
prostrate condition of the enemy that 
the Allies will require any physical as­ 
sistance o the enforcement of their 
demands- 
In this event, the United 
States will be lending itself to the 
political and financial interests of oth­ 
er governments during peace, a sit- 
j nation that must be entirely repul- j 
I sive to our national interests, tradi­ 
tions and ideals. 
<b) 
Another objective 
might be 
that we should remain in these com­ 
missions with a view to securing jus­ 
tice and‘ moderation in the demands 
of the Allies against the Central Em* 
; pires. 
We would thus be thrust into i 
the repulsive position of the defend 
er of our late enemy in order to se­ 
cure what ive would conceive to be 
constructive and statesmanlike 
re­ 
habilitation in Europe 
Our exper­ 
ience daring the last three months has 
1 shown us bitterly that we thus sub­ 
ject ourselves to complaint and at­ 
tack from the allied 
governments 
and such a 
continued 
relationship 
should only breed the most acute in­ 
ternational friction. 
Second. 
If our experience in the 
last four months counts for anything, 
the practical result always is that the 
allied government.-, knowing our dis­ 
position necessarily ask for mo/e than 
they expect to get, and th at we find 
ourselves psychologically and, in fact, 
politically on the side of the enemy I 
in these negotiations, and 
jn a con-I 


stunt desire to find practical work­ 
ing formula we 'are frequently forced 
to abandon some measure of what we 
consider sane statesmanship. The con- 
! tinuation of this relationship will bind 
us for a long period of years to a 
succession of compromises 
funda^ 
mentally at variance with our nation­ 
al convictions. 
I am not attempting 
to dispute the righteousness of any 
allied demand but merely to set up the 
fact that oqr viewpoint is so essential- 
i Iv different 
One other practical re- 
] suit of our experience already is that 
I the Americans who sit on such com­ 
missions, if they don't acquiesce and 
assist in enforcing any propositions 
from various government officials, be­ 
come immediately and personally sub­ 
ject to attack as being 
inimical 
to 
their interests and with the powerful 
engines of propaganda which they 
employ in Europe and our own coun- 
j try no such man can endure for long, 
j These governments, if they faced with 
th© sole responsibility for their ac­ 
tions. would not attem pt the measures 
which they seek under our protection. 
Therefore, for all.reasons, I do not 
see th at we can effect any real justice 
• in these matters- 
j 
Third. If . we continue to sit in the 
enforcement of this peace we will be 
in effect -participating in 
an 
armed 
alliance 
in 
Europe. 
where 
every 
change in the political wind will affect 
the action of these commissions. We 
will be obliged to participate in all 
European 'questions and we will 
be 
firmly tied definitely to one side, un- 
: less we precipitate a break and lend 
I ourselves t^rthe charge that we have 
I been traitors to the “common cause.” 
Fourth 
This whole m atter has. 
a very practical relationship to the 
League of Nations. 
If we can bring 
to an early end mITr whole relationship 
to thele political combinations in Eu­ 
rope. which grew up before and dur­ 
ing the war, and can lend our strength 
to the League of Nations, that body 
will gain a stability and 
importance 
which it could not otherwise attain. 
As tim Central Empires and Russia 
will not be for some years admitted 
to the league and if we continue in 
what is in effect a n -armed alliance 
in Europe dominating these empires, 


the league will become simply a few 
neutrals gravitating around this armed 
alliance. It will tend to drive the Cen­ 
tral Empires and Russia into an •inde­ 
pendent league. If on the other hana 
we can again secure independence we 
tan make of the league that strong 
and independent court of appeal that 
will have authority.
